It  will  include  dialogue;  use  of  symbolic  props;  comparison  of 
movies  and  live  drama,  with  emphasis  on  the  different  values 
of  plot  twists  and  character  development;  examination  of  dra- 
matic types,  including  series,  domestic  comedy,  daytime  serial, 
mystery,  and  full-length  plays,  original  or  adapted. 

Non-dramatic,  educational,  documentary  news  will  also  be  dealt 
with,  as  well  as  continuity  writing  of  programmes  for  children 
and  commercials. 

Consideration  will  be  given  to  directing,  and  other  special 
functions;  the  analysis  of  time  factors,  presentation  of  programme 
ideas,  marketing,  and  protection  of  copyright. 

Students  will  have  an  opportunity  to  write  treatments,  scenarios 
and  full  scripts  on  assigned  subjects  for  comparison  with  scripts 
and  kinescopes  of  such  actual  productions  as  may  be  available, 
and  on  subjects  of  their  own  choice. 

This  is  a full-time  Com'se  for  experienced  writers.
